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West wrong about 
Russian strategy 


LONDON (AP) - U.S. Naval 
Intelligence says that for IO years 
Western assessm ents of the a r ­ 
mament and purpose of the latest 
Soviet missile cruisers and des­ 
troyers have been totally wrong, 
according to a report by Britain’s 
Foreign Affairs Research Insti­ 
tute. 
The report said: “ It is now clear 
that the most modern surface 
ships in the Russian fleet are ba­ 
sically intended to counter sub­ 
marines. The ’long-held Western 
belief that these ships were in­ 
tended to oppose Western, princi­ 
pally American, aircraft carriers, 
at least at long range, simply no 
longer stands up.’’ 
The report was contained in a 
book review published Monday in 
an official institute publication. It 
was written by Desmond Wettern, 
a member of the institute’s go­ 
verning body and naval co rre ­ 
spondent 
for 
the 
British 
newspaper The Daily Telegraph. 


Wettern’s assessment was based 
on what he described as “a recent 
report by American naval intelli­ 
gence.” 
He said the 30-mile range SSN10 
antiship missile supposedly fitted 
in the Soviets’ five new Kara class 
and nine earlier Kresta II class 
cruisers and in 12 modern Krivak 
class destroyers ’’simply does not 
exist.”

8 MILLION

San A ntonio’s share of the 
South T exas Project nuclear 
plant has increased by $48 mil­ 
lion to a new total of nearly half 
a billion, trustees of City Public 
Service were advised Monday. 
.Jess Poston, assistan t general 
manager of CPS, blamed the increases 
on rising construction costs and 
changes in federal safety regulations. 


Although the increase will boost San 
Antonio’s share from $444 million to 
$492 million, Poston said the project is 
well within sound economic limits. 
“ Even with these increases in costs 
and others which we have to anticipate 
before the project is completed in 1982, 
nuclear energy will produce electricity. 
at a far lower cost than coal, oil or 
natural gas,” Poston said. 
San Antonio is one of four partners in 
the project which is being built in Ma­ 
tagorda County along the Texas Gulf 


Coast. 
The total project cost is now esti­ 
mated at $1.3 billion, according to 
Poston. While the overall increase is 15 
per cent, the amount added to San An­ 
tonio’s share represents about IO per 
cent, he said, because of a favorable 
interest rate at which CPS has been 
selling bonds. 
CPS trustees asked Poston to pre­ 
pare and send to them a detailed re­ 
port on the impact of the increase on 
CPS’ five-year nuclear budget. 


Initial indications were, of course, 
more bonds xviii have to be sold. No 
indication was given of what effect the 
increase would have on cu sto m ers’ 
utility bills. 


Justifying the increase M onday, 
Poston said that since plant const ruc­ 
tion began in 1975, the cost of materials 
and equipment has followed national 
upward trends.

Nichols, who said C arter was 
rejecting their request for such a 
proclamation. 
Nichols wrote the congresswomen 
that the issue, in effect, was not im­ 
portant enough for a presidential pro­ 
clamation. 
That prompted Mrs Heckler to issue 
a statement accusing C arter of “ a 
most insensitive and u nn ecessary 
slight.” 
President Carter’s press secretary,

WASHINGTON (AP) — President Carter and his 
campaign committee will reimburse the National 
Bank of Georgia for five personal and campaign 
flights of the bank’s private airplane during 1975 and 
1978, White House Press Secretary Jody Powell said 
Monday. 
Powell said the total bill would be $1,793.70. He 
said federal campaign funds would pay for flights 
worth at least $885.80. If the Federal Election Com­ 
mission determines the other flights should not be 
billed to the Carter committee, the President would 
pay for them out of his own pocket, Powell said. 
Carter’s budget director and longtime friend, Bert 
Lance, was president of the Atlanta bank before 
joining the Carter administration. 
Powell said the Carter election campaign com­ 
mittee never received a bill from the bank for the 
flights, most of them around Georgia, and had, 
through oversight, neglected to reimburse the bank. 
Question 
The question of the flights arose at Lance’s news 
conference Thursday after the comptroller of the 
currency issued a report stating he found no 
evidence to warrant criminal prosecution of Lance 
stemming from his personal financial operations. 
“ The President has decided he will personally 
reimburse any portions of the flights that were not

The third flight, from Americus to Atlanta and 
back, involved a dinner with Lance at which cam­ 
paign matters were discussed and should therefore 
be paid out of campaign funds, Powell said 
Powell said the Federal Election Commission was 
being asked to decide who should pay for these 
flights.

The fourth and fifth flights, however, involved a 
vacation Carter took after the final round of primary 
elections in California. Ohio and New Jersey. They 
carried Carter to and from the Sea Island resort on 
the Georgia coast for the vacation. However, 
because campaign aides met with Carter at the 
resort, there were questions as to whether the cam­ 
paign committee or the President should pay for the 
flights.

Powell said Carter had asked Robert Lipshutz, the 
White House counsel and the campaign treasurer, to 
talk to the elections panel about this.

Serious Texas gas threat seen 


AUSTIN (A P) - Texas Atty. Gen. 
.John Hill says a case pending in a New 
Orleans appeals court is a serious 
threat to any new natural gas disco­ 
vered in Texas. 
Hill charged the Federal Power 
Commission with trying to take gas 
away from Texans in v iolation of basic 


property laws in a brief filed Monday 
with the 5th U.S. Court of Appeals in 
New Orleans. He asked the court to 
overrule two FPC orders directed at 
Houston oilman Dan Harrison. 
Hill said the FPC orders could mean 
that any new gas supply discovered in 
Texas would have to be sold to pipe­ 


lines serving other states. 
The FPC told Harrison to sell natur­ 
al gas he discovered in Crockett Coun­ 
ty to Northern Natural Gas Co., an 
interstate pipeline serving the Mid­ 
west. The FPC blocked Harrison from 
selling to Intratex or Lo-Vaca, which 
serve Texas consumers and industry. 


only 400 laws were passed by Congress 
“ I think the time has come to stop 
that," Levitas said. “ It’s good that 
Congress can vote for clean air and 
water and good working conditions, 
but when the (repressive) regulations 
come out. Congress washes its hands of 
responsibility.” 
Lev itas said his bill before Congress 
would give review and veto powers 
over bureaucratic rules issued to en­ 
force laws. 
“ My bill simply says that any time a 
rule or regulation is adopted by a 
non-eleeted official. Congress can veto 
it on the grounds that it exceeds the 
congressional intent, is arbitrary or 
repressive or simply on the ground 
that it's just stupid," Levitas said, 
drawing applause. 
Among supporters for his bill, which 
has 200 co-sponsors, are U S Reps. 
Henry B. Gonzalez and Bob Krueger. 
Carter 
President Carter also is committed 
to help solving the problem of over­ 
lapping, complex and conflicting rules 
and regulations as part of his govern­ 
ment reorganization plan, Levitas 
said. 
The congressman explained that as a 
Georgia Democrat, he is a close ally of 
Carter, with whom he served in the 
Georgia Legislature. 
Levitas said he believes Carter’s 
planned governmental reorganization 
and the start of zero-based budgeting 
will allow the President to balance the 
federal budget by 1981. 
Budgeting 
Levitas said he favored zero-based 
budgeting because it would make 
agencies justify spending each year, 
He also said he likes proposed sunset 
• law legislation which would require 
government agencies justify their ex­ 
istence after certain interv als. 
Carter was elected president, Levi­ 
tas said, because Americans viewed 
him as an outsider who saw the need to 
reorganize and reduce the federal 
bureaucracy. 
There always w ill be a need for some 
government controls, Levitas said, but 
when Carter became president, “ there 
was too much and unresponsive go­ 
vernment.”

The successes of these experts are 
a matter of record. They have taken 
bottom stations to tile top and made 
hundreds of thousands of dollars i i i 
increased revenues for their em­ 
ployers. 
Columnists 
We wondered if they could do the 
same for newspapers and asked one 
of the leading TV research firms to 
study the Express columnists and 
recommend 
changes. 
Some 
excerpts from the consultants’ re­ 
port:

After four weeks of polling Ex­ 
press readers (see attached random 
sample data), here are some re­ 
commendations which we believe 
will 
result 
in

As a package, Express colum­ 
nists are too individualistic. They 
need to project togetherness, unity, 
teamwork. 
To give the paper cohesiveness 
we suggest tin* writers engage i i i 
meaningful repartee.

Readers may find the new format 
confusing at first, hut they will soon 
learn to bounce from column to co­ 
lumn. We are confident they will 
eventually prefer this lively style of

I i i addition to that change, we 
believe the individual columns can 
he improved. Some suggestions 
Barry Robinson: It is difficult to 
tell Robinson’s nationality by his 
picture.

Women’s knees 
Bill Cunningham: Cattle Clutter?

Eve Lynn Sawyer: Ms. Sawyer’s 
column seems to emphasize impor­ 
tant people and social events.

Even so, our poll showed that 
Stinson is read mostly by retired 
butchers aud grass widows. 
Red moles 
Some typical remarks from Ins 
readers: 
“ As a humorist, Roddy is second 
only to Jack Anderson.” 
“ Most of the tall women I know 
read him.” 
“ Does he really have red moles on 
his chest?” 
The pollsters found that most 
Express readers were more inter­ 
ested in Stinson’s moles than his 
column. In light of that, we recom­ 
mend the newspaper play them up. 
His picture should he remade, 
showing him from belly button up, 
shirt open. Or the paper might 
consider picturing the moles only

The first prosecution

CHICAGO (A P) - In a 
case that may apply to 30 
million workers, a feder­ 
al appeals court ruled 
Monday that a local 
Teamsters pension fund 
is subject to the anti­ 
fraud provisions of the 
Federal Securities Act 
The ruling upheld a 
lower court decision in­ 
creasing the 
federal 
government’s power to 
monitor those entrusted 
with handling pensions.

The impasse threatens 


to disrupt, at least tem­ 
porarily, the 9-year-old 
program that now serves 
over 1.1 million policy 
holders and has more 
than $30 million of insur­ 
ance in force.

"It may require some 
bailing wire because 
we’ll be trying to put to­ 
gether a large insurance 
service in a short time,” 
said J. Robert Hunter, 
deputy administrator of 
the Federal Insurance 
A dm inistration (FIA ), 
the HUD unit overseeing

federally subsidized in­ 
surance coverage. 
‘‘But there will be no 
break, no hiatus, in ser­ 
vice.” 
Since the start of the 
program, flood coverage 
has been issued by the 
National Flood Insurance 
Association (NFIA ), a 
pool of 132 insurance 
com panies with com ­ 


bined assets topping $75 
billion. 
The 
relationship 
between the government 
and the pool has been a 
stormy one, marked by 
bickering over issues 
from policy interpreta­ 
tions to computer bids. 
But", recently, relations 
grew rancorous as HUD' 
tried to exert greater 


control and industry 
balked. 
At the same time, the 
program 
itself 
was 
mushrooming as the re­ 
sult of a 1973 law making 
flood insurance manda­ 
tory for federally sup­ 
ported 
mortgages and 
construction loans in 
flood-prone areas. 
The contract between 
HUD and NFIA expires 
Dec. 31. Negotiations for 
a new contract finally 
broke down when HUI) 
Secretary Patricia Har­ 
ris refused to accept 
anything less than abso­ 


lute control over the flood 
program budget while 
the insurers continued to 
insist on a compromise. 


“We want to be in the 
program ,” said P eter 
K ram er, 
an 
NFIA 
spokesman. “We’ve tried 
to compromise. But they 
don’t want to com pro­ 
mise.” 


At an earlier point in 
the talks, the insurers 
had threatened to pull out 
of the program over 
whether the secretary of 
HUD could issue regula­ 
tions changing the terms 


of their contract with the 
government. 
That dispute was set­ 
tled when the insurers 
agreed to recognize the 
sec rota ry ’ s rule-making 
authority, in return for a 
procedure under which 
they could appeal the 
rules.

A clearer definition of

for 
Edwards 
aquifer recharge zone 
landowners 
will 
be 
sought by City Council as 
it considers revising its 
construction ban for the 
an'a. 
A number of citizens at 
a Monday evening public- 
hearing complained that 
the proposed “ vested 
rights” of developers and 
landowners who want to 
build on the recharge 
zone are vague. 
Spokespersons for both 
the San Antonio League 
of Women Voters and 
Communities Organized 
for Public Service said 
the rights should be bet­ 
ter defined. 
For instance. COPS 
representatives said the 
proposed revision does 
not state who would qua­ 
lify for rights to build 
on the aquifer. 
They said only those 
developers who had sub­ 


mitted building plans be­ 
fore City Council first 
vetted on the building 
ban. June 9. should be 
allowed to justify their 
projects. 
The building ban then 
approved by council has 
not been enforced be­ 
cause of a number of 
court restraining orders 


Council hired the Chi­ 
cago law firm of Ross, 
Hardies, O’Keefe, Bab­ 
cock and Parsons specia­ 
lizing in land use matters 
to recommend revisions 
to make the ban legal. 
Attorney Richard Bab­ 
cock of the law firm told 
council members at the 
hearing that a response 
will be prepared on the 
“ vested rights” section 
of the proposed ordin­ 
ance. 
Babcock made a pre­ 
sentation on the overall 
revisions at. the start of 
the hearing. 
“ We believe this is a 


fair and lawful way to 
implement the council’s 
.policy,” Babcock said to 
members of City Council 
and the City Planning 
Commission. 


The “ vested rights” 
section of the ordinance 
will allow certain deve­ 
lopment as long as the 
builders can prove lo City 
Council it will not harm 
the aquifer water supply. 


The aquifer is the ci- 
ty’a sole drinking water 
source. 


Another major revision 
is to allow some develop­ 
ment to occur if it is 
based on minimum five- 
acre lots. 


The building ban is to 
last until the end of 1978 
when the city expects to 
enact zoning control for 
the area based on an ex­ 
tensive study of the re­ 
charge zone and the ef­ 
fect of urbanization on 


the water supply. 
Representatives of the 
Greater 
San 
Antonio 
Chamber of Commerce 
and the Greater San gan- 
tonio Builders Assn. told 
council that state con­ 
trols over the aquifer 
were adequate. 


Growth 


Ricks Wilson of the 
builders association ad­ 
ded, “ The issue is not 
water, but growth . . . 
council is trying to res­ 
trict growth on the North 
Side without adequate 
reason to do so.” 


Fay Sinkin. coordina­ 
tor of the Aquifer Pro­ 
tection Assn. and the 
person who first pro­ 
posed the building ban. 
told council she felt com­ 
fortable with the pro­ 
posed revisions. 


Mayor Lila Cockrell 
closed the short, one- 


hour hearing by saying 
council probably w ill 
vote on the revisions 
within two weeks. 
In the meantime, she 
said, council will receive 
recommendations 
on 
passage from the City 
Planning Commission 
and the City Zoning 
Commission. 
The City 
Planning 
Commission ' will 
con­ 
sider the revisions at its 
2 p.m. Wednesday meet­ 
ing.

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Hucksters invade 
psychiatric ward 


A particularly revolting de­ 
velopment in the “ Son of S a m ” 
tragedy is the scramble to sell 
tape recordings purporting to 
contain conversations with the 
man who said he killed at c o m ­ 
mands relayed to him by a dog. 
New York quickly enacted a 
law to deny profiteering by a 
defendant in the slayings. A li­ 
terary agent, however, is s e r ­ 
iously ex a m in in g IO hours of 
tapes with the view to selling 
them. The agent, Scott M e r e ­ 
dith, said he had IO days to de­ 
cide and if the tapes were sold at 
least 40 per cent would go to fa­ 
milies of the v i c t i m s of the 
killer. 


If there are sales made, c e r­ 
tainly the beneficiaries should 
be those who have suffered loss, 
but it's a bizarre business with 
shocking potential for d a n g e r­ 
ous precedent. That there is a 


market for the kind of stuff “ Son 
of S a m ” would be likely to say is 
obvious. Many persons would be 
fascinated by a bizarre mind. 
But hucksterism in the psy­ 
chiatric ward is repugnant. 
The 
question 
for 
which 
answers are sought art* how IO 
hours of tapes were made and 
what a r e the c i r c u m s t a n c e s . 
Authorities charged with the in­ 
vestigation. including lawyers, 
will be asked to help find the 
answers. 
The place to stop this aspect 
of the c o m m e r c i a l i z a t i o n of 
crime is at the start. If there is

from 
“ S a m ’s " story, all the profits 
should go to the victims or to the 
public, which has borne the 
costs of an expensive search and 
will bear further expenses as the 
details of the tragedy are s e t ­ 
tled. 


Generals iii war need channel 
Tor accurate information flow 


A study of opinions by gen ­ 
erals involved in the Vietnam 
war by one of their number has 
become a part of the history of 
America's longest and most di­ 
visive war. 


ll is gen erally conceded by 
now that tin1 w ar was fought 
within territorial limits imposed 
by political d e cision s. (liven 
those limitations, tho guerrilla 
nature of the conflict and the 
late commitment by South Viet­ 
namese. themselves, to the war, 
the outcome is unsurprising. 


Other su rveys have shown 
that a majority of A m e ric a n s 
changed from a position of sup­ 
port for the war to one against it 
as it dragged through the frus­ 
trating, tragic years. 
The g e n e ra l, Douglas Kin- 
nard, helped to plan the C a m ­ 
bodian invasion, lie sent ques­ 
tions to 173 generals who served 
in the w ar zone. He got r e ­ 
sponses from H4 per cent, a high 
response rate in such studies. 
The replies confirmed what 
others had said. Body count — 
the m easure of A merican s u c ­ 
cess — was grossly exaggerated. 
Body 
count was a function 
clearly under control of com- 


inlanders and HI per cont of them 
said the numbers were wrong — 
grossly overstated. 


The generals also thought the 
war was badly managed politi­ 
cally and they were nearly un­ 
animous in believ ing that media 
coverage was either irresponsi­ 
ble, 
sensational 
or disruptive 
of the U. S. effort. 


But the opinions showed a 
weakness. Gen. Kinnard said 
the reason the generals didn’t 
speak up against the body count 
matter was the effect such ob­ 
jections would have on careers. 
The m ilitary sy s te m should 
have channels through which 
commanders can correct flaws 
in information going to political 
leaders without hard truth being 
a liability to an officer. 
As to media coverage, Viet­ 
nam was the first war taken into 
American homes in liv ing color. 
It was inevitable that distortions 
would crop up, but the fact is 
that the general result of news 
coverage was reasonably accu r­ 
ate and it eventually forced po­ 
litical leaders to concede the 
light at the end of the tunnel that 
so many top officials were see­ 
ing was whitewash.

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Aliens: Victims or victimizer? 


There arc an estimated 12 million illegal aliens in this 
country. 


They hold jobs, pay rent, hale babies a ho are instant U.S. 
citizens. 


) et they are 
invisible 
because they have no Social 
Security numbers (or status), often as not are paid o ff the 
books and rarely pay income ta.x. 


To some. they are a menace to the American way o f life. 
our melting-pot notwithstanding . . . to others, they are a 
source o f cheap labor. 


In this third of an original four-part series, investigative 
writer Steve Kline looks at 
undocumented aliens both as 
victimizers and victims. 


By any yardstick, he shows, they represent an emotional 
issue for every American. 


And. u bile collectively their impact is ominous, indivi­ 
dually their stories are heartrending.

A woman in labor groans with 
pain, and a nurse tries to com­ 
fort her. 


“ What do you think it will be," the 
nurse asks, “ a boy or a girl?" 
The woman smiles, relaxing slight­ 
ly- 
She knows what the baby will be. 
An American. 
In one Lets Angeles hospital alone, 
some 45 per cent of all maternity cases 
involve illegal alien women giving 
birth to brand-new U.S. citizens. 
And. according to a recent survey, 
Los Angeles County hospitals cost tax­ 
payers nearly $51 million per year in 
health services for illegal or “ undocu­ 
mented'' aliens, as some bureaucrats 
prefer to call them. 
Expensive 
S e m a n tic s asid e, illeg al a lien s 
represent m ore than a moral Issue. 
They are expensive. .Just how expen­ 
sive no one knows, but the bottom line 
is staggering, accountable only in bil­ 
lions. 
C onsider the case of C onsuela, a 
sewing m achine operator who earns 
approximately $5,000 per year. 
She lives with her husband, three 
children and m o th er-in -law , all of 
whom are in this country illegally, part 
of an estimated 12 million illegal aliens 
scattered across the States. 
If just five million illegals are em ­ 
ployed. earning just $5,000 per year, 
the direct result is a $25-billion impact 
(»n the nation’s economy. 
To an extent, illegal aliens are so 
entrenched in the American life style 
that we may never understand their 
full economic effect. 
Menace, vital 
To som e. they a re viewed as the 
menace from within: to others, a vital 
segment of America’s work force. 
They are victim s and victim izers, 
catalysts of controversy in a nation 
which has prided itself in its "m elting 
pot" past. 
Most importantly, they are invisible. 
Their growing numbers affect fund­ 
ing for school districts, law enforce­ 
ment agencies, health and social ser- 
\ ices. 
They survive, in part, because in­ 
term ingling b u reau cracies have be­ 
come too com plex and unw ieldy to 
cooperate with each other. 
The Immigration and Naturalization 
Service (INS) raids a small m anufac­ 
turing plant and apprehends 30 illegal 
aliens. 
Within 24 hours, they m ay be re ­ 
placed by a new group of illegals re­ 
ferred to the factory by a state e m ­ 
ployment office. 
Myth suggestion 


The myth suggests that most illegal 
aliens seek work in agricultural areas, 
performing jobs unwanted by resident 
citizens. 
The re a lity is th a t m ost a lie n s 
g rav itate tow ard urban a re a s, with 
growing numbers of them taking jobs 
in skilled and sem i-skilled o cc u p a­ 
tions. 
According to the State Department, 
more than half of them earn more than 
Hie m inimum wage. ! 
The fact is, however, that even the 
relatively few who do, still earn far 
less than Americans holding down the 
same jobs. 
“ We went to a mobile-home m anu­ 
facturer in A naheim ," says an INS 
official. “ We rounded up more than 300 
illegal aliens. We went to another fac­ 
tory and got 400. We could have caught 


more but we ran out of vehicles to haul 
them in." 
Insists a Border P atro lm an : " I t's 
slavery, pure and simple. I found an 
illegal alien working at one farm, and 
the owner was so distraught he pleaded 
with me not to take the man away. He 
said the alien was the best worker he 
ever had, and he loved him like a 
brother. 
“Then I found out he was paying the 
alien $3 a day. 
“The farm er was like a lot of people. 
They don’t love illegal aliens — they 
love the economics." 
T here has never been an over-all 
task-foree study to determ ine the total 
impact of illegal aliens: but, on occa­ 
sion, isolated reviews sim ila r to the 
Los A ngeles County H ospital study 
reach the public. 
Los Angeles is usually the first goal 
for incoming aliens, who then choose to 
stay or fan out to the rest of the 
country. 
The Los Angeles Police Department, 
ac co rd in g to a study rele ase d last 
January, claims the cost of providing 
police serv ice to illegal alien residents 
topped $37 million last year. 
And a survey conducted in 1974 re­ 
vealed illegal aliens were responsible 
for 36.3 per cent of all felonies in a 
month at one div ision. 
Other estim ates suggest “ citywide, 
illegal aliens were responsible for 20-25 
per cent of all burglaries, 20 per cent of 
all auto thefts, and 30 per cent of all 
hit-and-run accidents." 
But, if illegal aliens are involved in 
criminal activities, they are also vic­ 
tim s. R oving g an g s w ith in w hich 
operate along the border have attacked 
sm uggling groups, for purposes of 
extortion, rape and assaults. 
Vulnerable 
Fearful and vulnerable because of 
their illegal status, many aliens choose 
to endure inequities iii housing and 
e m p lo y m e n t, 
r a th e r 
th a n 
risk 
deportation. 
Four families may share an out­ 
house. each family paying nearly $200 a 
month for one of four small shacks. 
A family of seven lives in a one-car 
garage. 
Twenty-two men each pay $20 per 
week uncomplainingly for a berth in a 
three-bedroom cottage. 
Which is why new owners will take 
over an apartm ent house, evicting the 
tenants to make room for illegals who 
will be m o re lucrative and u n co m ­ 
plaining. 
A nursery owner refuses to pay an 
illegal alien who has completed three 
weeks' work. 
Another alien must pay a kickback to 
his foreman each week, and still more 
money to the sm uggler who brought 
him into the country. 
And m any thousands of unsuspecting 
aliens fall prey lo a variety of schemes 
including phony citizenship papers, 
worthless identification c a rd s and a 
variety of “ consultants" who specia­ 
lize in immigration law. 
Disease 
A m ost serious problem resu ltin g 
from illegal im m igration is the un­ 
checked spread of disease, particularly 
venereal disease. 
Aliens with active tuberculosis have 
been found working in even expensive 
resta u ran ts, and any B order P atro l­ 
m an or INS official h as a p riv a te 
mental list of restaurants he will re­ 
fuse to enter socially. 
“ It m akes you stop and think after a 
w h ile ," a B order P a tr o lm a n says. 
“ You have to pat these guys down, to 
make su re they’re not c a rry in g any 
weapons. Then you get back to the

station and find out one of ’em s got 
leprosy." 
M any alien s a re paid “ off th e 
books," in cash, or through separate, 
laundered accounts, p erm itting both 
the alien and employer to avoid costly 
deductions. 
There is no way to know how much is 
lost in revenues to federal and state 
governments. 
But. if a million illegal aliens earned 
$5,OOO last year, and did not pay taxes, 
the loss to the federal government was 
nearly $350 million. 
Victimized 
C o n v ersely , p e rh a p s as m any or 
more aliens are victimized when de­ 
ductions are taken from their pay, and 
they fail to claim refunds. 
Many illegal aliens do, in fact, pay 
their share of taxes. 
The Los Angeles County Hospital 
study, which noted the impact of ille­ 
gal a lie n s on health se rv ic e s , also 
pointed out that aliens paid more I hail 
$170 million in federal, state and local 
taxes. 
To what extent aliens victimize so­ 
ciety, or are its victims, is difficult to 


determine. 
There are reports that some entre­ 
preneurs in Mexico conduct classes for 
aliens on how to apply for welfare in the 
States. 
In one case, an am bitious woman 
developed a route whereby she could 
pick up five different unemployment 
checks from different cities each week. 
Compounding the problem of illegal 
m ig ra tio n is the fact th a t v ario u s 
law-enforcement agencies and courts 
cannot reach agreem ent concerning 
who has jurisdiction over what. 
One state agency may be designed to 
help illegal aliens while another is as­ 
signed to expose them. 
Police in one region m ay actively 
seek illegals, w hereas officers else ­ 
where refuse to deal with them alto­ 
gether. 
Emotional 
By any m e a s u re , illeg al a lie n s 
r e p r e s e n t an e m o tio n a l issu e, the 
m erchandising of despair in w holesale 
lots. 
Legal blacks and whites yield to 
fuzzy gradations of gray; and, on a 
case-by-rase basis, it appears impossi­ 


ble to treat all principles involved with 
equal fairness — or firmness. 
On a national level, their num bers 
and impact are ominous. Individually, 
their stories can be heartrending. 
A young man works a job in con­ 
struction. hoping to earn the money for 
an operation which will p erm it Ins 
father to live. 
A tailor from Guatem ala sells his 
shop, and invests his life's savings to 
realize a dream and come to America. 
Within hours after In* crosses the 
border, he is ca p tu red and quietly 
watches the last shred of hope in his 
life disappear. 
‘Literally dying’ 
“ Some of these people are literally 
dying for the chance to work in the 
United States,” a patrolman says. 
" W e ’ve found alien s d ead in the 
trunk of a car, left to suffocate when 
the sm uggler panicked and abandoned 
them.

WASHINGTON — Time is running out for 
public comments on the proposal to ban the 
artificial sweetener saccharin, with an Aug. 
31 deadline for written statements. 


A spokesman for the Food and Drug A dm inistra­ 
tion said there has been a heavy response to the 
proposal. Ile said every letter will be read and 
considered. 
Comments should be sent to the H earing Clerk, 
Food and Drue Administration, 560(1 Fishers Lane, 
Rockville, Md., 20857. 
The deadline originally was in June, but the FDA 
extended the time for com ments after receiving two 
more studies, one general in nature and one linking 
saccharin with bladder cancer in men 
The proposed ban would prohibit use of saccharin 
in food, in drugs where it is used to improve flavor 
and in cosmetics and other items which are likely to 
be infested, such as lipstick, mouthwash and 
toothpaste. 
No recall of products m ade before the ban takes 
effect is planned. 
UDA is considering allowing the product to be sold 
as a nonprescription drug for use by diabetics and 
others who, for medical reasons, must restrict their 
intake of sugar. 


COIN AGREEMENT - The Federal Trade Com­ 
mission has reached a consent agreem ent with a 
West German firm prohibiting it from im porting 
imitation gold coins that are not m arked “ copy.” 
The U.S. Hobby Protection Act requires the word 
on such items.

Kunstrageanstalt, Pforzheim, West Germany, and 
Bernhard II Mayer, its controlling officer. It is for 
settlement purposes only and does not constitute an 
admission by the firm that it violated the law. 


EMPLOYERS NOTE — Employers in m ore than a 
dozen states may be liable for increased federal 
unemployment taxes unless their states take action. 
The Internal Revenue Service said that federal 
funds were advanced to the states where local un­ 
employment money was depleted by heavy benefit 
payments. And some states need to begin action to

Irrigated land

WASHINGTON (AP) — In a move designed to 
preserve the family farm, tin1 Interior Department 
on Monday announced plans to restrict ow nership of 
land irrigated with water from federal reclam ation 
projects. 
The move would significantly alter farm ing oper­ 
ations in tin' arid West by breaking up corporate 
farming operations involving thousands of acres 
“ Let me emphasize that these proposed reg u la­ 
tions are not designed to jeopardize le g itim a te 
family farm operations,” Interior Secretary Cecil 
Andrus said in a statement. “ They are designed to 
help the family farmer, not agribusiness." 


The regulations would: 
—Require future p urchasers of excess lands to 
reside on or in the neighborhood of the land they 
wish to buy, a move designed to eliminate absentee 
owners. A neighborhood is defined as the area within 
a 50-mile radius 
—Require Interior D ep artm en t approval of all 
sales of excess land to prevent current owners from 
receiving windfall profits 
Iii addition, the departm ent said it would enforce a 
present law prohibiting an individual from owning 
more than Kit) acres of land irrigated with w ater 
from Bureau of Reclamation projects, An individual 
also is permitted to lease an additional IHI) irrigated 
acres. 
"E xcess land" is p ecu liar to the West, w here 
water often is the key to productivity. It derives 
from the fact that early landowners often owned 
large acreages, which w ere used for g raz in g or 
dry-farmed. 
The lands were converted to cropland with the 
completion of federal water projects which provided 
irrigation waler 
Owners of m ore than IHI) a c res who rec e iv e d 
federal water were required by law to sell irrigated 
land above the 160-aere limitation — the so-called 
“ excess land.” However, enforcement of this law in 
the past has been lax. It has permitted individuals 
and corporations to exceed the acreage limit
